Boston, August 18.—( United News.) 
The decision of the full bench of the 
Massachusetts supreme court upon 
which rests the fate of Nicola Sacco 
and Bartolomeo Vanzetti was filed 
today with the reporter of the court 
and will be made public early Friday. 

Forty-eight hours from the time 
the attorneys completed arguments on 
appeals the court’s five-page decision 
was in the hands of the clerk and 
the justices had departed for their 
summer homes in various parts of 
New England. 

In the decision the supreme court 
as passed on the defense appeals 
‘based chiefly on the ground that al- 
leged prejudice of Judge Webster 
They denied Sacco and Vanzetti a 
fair trial before an impartial judge. 

If the court’s rulings are agaiast 
the defense they are ready to take 
their case to the United States su- 
preme court at Washington on the 
contentions that “due process of law” 
has not been granted the two conviet- 
ed Italian radicals. 

Receive Visitors. 

Five days before the time set for 
their execution Sacco and Vanzetti 
‘today were visited im their cells in 
the state prison at Charlestown by 
Sacco’s wife and son whe accompanied 
Attorney Michael Angelo Musmanno. 
Both men are recovering from the 
effects of the hunger strikes which. 
they recently abandoned, although 
Sacco, whose fast lasted for 30 days, 
is still very weak. 

Prison officials denied today re- 
ports that Vanzetti has giver indica- 
tionst that he is breaking under the 
strain of suspense. Both men are 
mentally normal, Dr. Joseph 1. Mc- 
Laughlin, prison physician, said to- 
day and they are not depressed by the 
near approach of the execution which 
is now scheduled for a few minutes 
after midnight on next Monday.

TRIAL FOR MURDER

Chattanooga Forgery 
Charges Against For- 
mer Atlanta Policeman 
Have Been Disposed Of. 


Forgery charges against Charles 
Hubert Fitchett, former Atlanta po-

CHINESE MEET 
BRITISH DEMAND 


English To Repair Cut 
Railway, Described by 
Orientals as “High- 
Handed Act of War.” 


August 18.—(United 
News.)—Tension between Chinese 
and British forces was relieved to 
night, when the Chinese agre¢d to 


Shanghai, 


surrender a British airplane that had 
made a forced landing in Chinese ter- 
ritory. 

The surrender followed a confer- 
ence among Chinese, British, Japa- 
nese and French officials. 

There was not much to surrender, 
actually. British soldiers already bad 
removed the engine and body of the 
plane, leaving only the wings. 

Following the surrender, the Brit- 
ish agreed to repair the Hangchow 
railway, along their first defense line 
west of the city, that they had cut 
Wednesday after an ultimatum to 
surrender the plane had been ignored. 

Chinese officials characterized the 
British in cutting the railway as “a 
high-handed, barbarous act, equivalent 
to an act of war.” 

It is reported that Nanking is be- 
ing bombarded heavily by northerners 
across the Yangtze river at Pukow, 
and that northerners have occupied 


Nanking, it is reported, is practical- 
ly evacuated: but lack of transporta- 
tion has prevented the northerners 
from occupying it. 

It is reported also that 55,000- na- 
tionalist troops are fleeing from 
Chingkiang toward Shanghai. intend- 
ing to concentrate at Soochow, 50 
miles westward of the port.

The senate confirmed the commit- 
tee’s action in striking from the act a 
provision levying a quarter mill tax 
on total discounts of commercial credit 
agencies and automobile finance con- 
cerns. 

Another provision allowing women 
to be exempted from that tax on ap- 
plication that their names be removed 
from the list of registered voters was 
stricken from the bill. Senator Hen- 
drix estimated that $50,000 additional! 
revenue would be available from this 
source. . 

Other amendments adopted are as 
follows: 

A 50-cent tax on billboards was 
doubled. Practicing attorneys: were 
exempted from taxes under the agency 
levy. Fixed rates based on admission 
charges to boxing or wrestling exhibi- 
tions were abolished in lieu of 4 per 
cent gross receipts. Pool room license 
rates were doubled under an amend- 
ment by Senator Jackson, another pro- 
vision of which wil] impose a $500 
levy on pool rooms operated outside 
city limits. At present the tax is $100 
in cities of 100,000 population, grad- 
ing down to $20 in cities of less than 
10,000 population. 

Directory Tax Cut. 

A tax of $125 on firms issuing city 
directories was cut to $25 under an 
amendment offered by Senator Myrick. 


A special tax of $125 would be levied. 


on each unit of a coal or coke busi- 
nesx operating more than six stores 
in one city. An amendment by Sen- 
ator Jackson doubled the $100 tax on 
dance halls and another by the same 
author doubled the $10 to $100 tax on 
ice cream dealers and manufacturers. 

Regularly routed motor busses were 
taxed at $25 if of less than seven- 
passenger capacity and double this 
amount when more than seven pas- 
sengers.

Upheld as Valid. 


“The amendment has been held by 
; the supreme court’ to be a valid part 
'of the constitution and to be binding 
'on all legistative bedies, courts, public 
! officers and individuals within the 
limits of the United States,” he said. 
“The probability of its repeal is very 
remote. As long as it is in the econ- 
stitution there is only one consistent 
| attitude which those who believe in 
constitutional government can take, 
namely, to observe the law and to ex- 
ert their influence that the Jaw be 
enforced. Any other policy invites 
lawlessness and anarchy.” 


Mr. Dunford stated that the oppo- 
nents of the present law thus far 
have demonstrated only three things: 
“First, that there is a minority op- 
posed to the existing law; second, that 
they desire to have the beverage liq- 
uor traffic restored, and, third, that 
there is no agreement among them 
upon any solution of the social prob- 
lem growing out of the use of alco- 
holic stimulants.” He said that this 
is asserting conditions under the law 
to be satisfactory and offering no sub- 
stitute. 

Pointing to various bills introduced 
in congress at the last session he de- 
clared that these clearly showed the 
wide divergence of views in the ranks 
of the minority, and what is very il- 
logical, an attempt to cure alleged al- 
coholic lawlessness by increasing the 
uleoholic content in permitted bever- 
ages. 

Would Hamper Enforcement. 

“As long as the 18th amendment 
is in the constitution no liquor intox- 
icating in fact may be legalized,” he 
asserted. “Simply to increase the 
aleoholic content to where it becomes 
mildly intoxicating would not satis- 
fy these who demand alcoholic stimu- 
lants but it would greatly increase 
the difficulties of law enforcement 
through the reopening of breweries 
and the saloon, or its counterpart. 

“The senator from Mayrland, Mr. 
Bruce, presented the only proposal 
for amending the 18th amendment. 
His proposal would give to congress 
exclusive power, with such enforce- 
ment aid as might be lent by the state 
and be accepted by congress, to regu- 
late, but not to prohibit or unreason- 
ably restrict the manufacture and sale 
of intoxicating liquors. This would be 
a complete surrender of the police 
powers of the states over the sub- 
ject of intoxicating liquors to the fed- 
eral government and the legislative 
authority of congress would have to be 
exercised to promote the sale of liq- 
uers, never to prohibit or unreason- 
ably restrict it. 

“This proposal is in direct conflict 
with the view taken by the governor 
of Maryland, who insists upon states’ 
rights.” 

Every objection now made to the 
amendment was voiced against local 
option legislation, the speaker said, 
adding that when the amendment was 
adopted 95 per cent of the territory 
of the United Staes was “no license” 
and that 68 per cent of the people liv- 
ed in that territory. 

“The present issue is greater than 
the liquor traffic,” he added. “It is 
'a question, Can democracy succeed? 
Are we a people incapable of self- 
government ? Shall we abandon a 
great experiment at the insistence of 
appetite and avarice?”

|Students Deny 
Dry Conditions 


Bad as Painted 


Wifona Lake, Ind., August 18.—(/) 
Conditions in the colleges and univer- 
sities are ‘ot nearly so bad as they 
have been pictured, it was declared by 
speakers at the young people’s rally 
conducted by the Intercollegiate Pro- 
hibition association in session here to- 
day. This was a preliminary meeting

Veteran prohibitionists and student 
workers in the dry cause asserted that 
the: great body of American students 
are dry, but they are grossly misrep- 
resented by the activities and miscon- 
duct of a few. 

Many students drink for the sake of 
adventure, declared George Douglass, 
student secretary of the organization. 
The desire to try a forbidden article, 
to learn what caused its banishment: 
to be able to get it from a bootlegger ; 
the date of “putting it acrossy’ against 
the ban of the law is great sport for 
some students, the speaker explained. 
However little or much this may be, 
he said, it stands out vividly in the 
absence of the more serious conditions 
of the pre-prohibition period. 

The remedy, it was pointed out, is 
through education in prohibition and 
plans have been perfected for manee 

rating such a program.

Address Large Audiences. 

Senator Bruce spoke to one of the 
largest crowds yet to attend the ses- 
sions of the institute of public affairs, 
as did Edward B. Dunford, assistant 
general counsel for the Anti-Saloon 
League, who spoke at the morning 
session in defense of prohibition and 
the eighteenth amendment. 

“In discussing the eighteenth amend- | 
ment, the first thing that we should 
dismiss from our minds is the idea 
that it is such a hallowed thing that 
to question its expediency justly sub- 
jects the person guilty of such sacri- 
lege to the reproach of nullification,” 
Senator Bruce continued. 

“Such an idea, of course, is merely 
claptrap, or else, but the offspring of 
the distempered fanaticism which, as 
someone wittily said, seems to regard 
the federal constitution aside from the 
eighteenth amendment as but a pre- 
amble to that amendment. 

‘There is no particular odor of 
sanctity, so far as I can detect, about 
the eighteenth amendment; only the 
strong rank smell of illicit abuses bred 
by a largely selfish but altogether 
fatuous effort to make another man of 
man.’ 


Popular Will. 


Senator Bruce pointed out that 
public officers and all individuals 
should obey the law and attempt to 
secure its enforcement while’ it is a 
law. However, he said, whether con- 
stitutional or statutory mandate laws 
are but expressions of popular will. 
Otherwise, he added, there would be no 
such thing as amended or abrogated 
law.

state constitutions are not so often 
repealed because they usually prescribe 
rules of conduct far more fundamental 
or axiomatic than statutory law. 

“But they, too, at times must be 
changed,” he said, “to meet the polit- 
ical, social and economic changes of a 
growing human society, or to retrieve 
blunders made in hours of popular 
error, passion or hysteria.’’ 


Declaring that the truly efficacious 
measures are enacted by nature and 
reason, the Maryland senator said that 
a law “to be respected must be re- 
spectable,” and must be in keeping 
with the impulses of human nature. 
If Jacking in these essentials, he add- 
ed, it is a law without a moral sanc- 
tion, a futile and despicable thing, 
and its efficiency can never be made 
good by mere legal sanctions. 


Slavery Once Secured. 


Illustrating that the federal consti- 
tution, has been nullified by public 
opinion the senator pointed out that 
slavery was originally granted security 
in the constitution. 


“The time had come when the hos- 
‘tility of legislators and courts in the 
free states to slavery made it impossi- 
ble for ‘the slavebolding states to en- 
force these guarantees,” he said. 

“All the law that could place the 
southern slave on a footing of political 
equality with his master was embodied 
by the fourteenth and fifteenth amend- 
ments, but, by one ingenious. artifice 
or another, suggested by the instinct 
of self- preservation, those provisions 


of the constitution have ben reduced to 
what Grover Cleveland once happily 
termed ‘innocuous desuetude.’ Just . 
such a law as the fourteenth and fif- 
teenth amendments, which sought, in 
defiance of all sane thinking, to im- 
pose ignorant negro suffrage on the 
southern body politic is the eighteenth 
amendment, which declares that the 
use of intoxicating liquors for beverage 
purposes is a criminal thing per se, at 


all times and under all circumstances.’’

“GOLDEN EAGLE” 
GASOLINE SUPPLY 
DECLARED SHORT 


San Franciseo, August 18.—(Unit- 
ed News.)—The first charge to be 
filed in connection with the Dole air 
derby has been sent to Washington by 
the National Airways system. which 
asserts that the ‘Golden Eagle,”’ one 
of the two missing trans-Pacific 
planes, was permitted to leave Oak- 
land airport Tuesday with a gasoline 
supply 47 gallons short of that re- 
enired by federal regulations govern- 
ing the contest. 

National Airways owns the Air 
King plane “City of Peoria.” which 
was disqualified at the start of the 
race for inadequate gas capacity. 

The charge. contained in a telegram 
to William McCracken, of the depart- 
ment of commerce, included oo» In 
gation that the disqualified “City of

The telecram follows: 

“Will you please inaugurate an in- 
vestigation as to why “Golden Eagle” 
now missing was permitted to leave 
airport earrying only 350 gallons of 
gasoline? 

“Your representative here rays all 
ships figured on basis of 13 gallons 
gas consumption per hour and cruis- 
ing speed of 90 miles per hour. 

“It was upon this basis that our 
entry, “City of Peoria.” was disquali- 
fied. carrying 18 gallons more than 
“Golden Eagle.” Under the rules of 
15 per cent surplus. safety margin 
“Golden Eagle” should have carried 
897 gallons of gasoline. They left 
with 350, which is 47 gallons shy of 
regulations.

“The suggested program,” the 
port declared, “can be completed in 
ten years. Its cost will be frivial 
compared with the resultant 
benefits which the completion of the

“We must not limit waterway leg- 
islation to flood control alone.” the 
association declared. “Waterway de- 
velopment and flood control go hand 
in hand. : 

“The horror of the Mississippi val- 
ley flood of last spring is eecentuated 
when one realizes the fact that such 
disasters can be avoided. It is most 
unfortunate that a national calamity 
such as ‘this should be necessary to 
bring the people 
to a realizatign of . 
they owe to the. 60,000,000 -inhab 
itants of the most populous and _ pro- 
ductive portion of. the nation. 

“The only comfort that can be ob- 
tained from this calamity is that it 
may prove to be a blessing in dis- 
guise. Jt has impressed upon the 
whole country the absolute necessity 
of what can and must be done to pre- 
vent its recurrence. 


Present Expenditure. 


“We are now spending $50,000,000 
per annum upon the improvement of 
our rivers and harbors. For the last 
four years we have been spending 
$10,000,000. a year additional for 
flood protection’ upon the lower Mis- 
sissippi. 
the enlarged program for flood con- 
trol must be provided to eliminate fu- 
ture disastrous floods which have for 
years been devastating the rich and 
fertile areas traversed by the Missis- 
sippi, Ohio, Tennessee, Cumberland, 
Illinois, Missouri, Arkansas and other 
rivers.” 

The association asserted all the 
work itemized in its recommendations 
were “component and necessary parts 
of the waterways undertaking, which 
if carried through must be completed 
in its entirety.”

NEW FIRMS MUST 
PAY SCHOOL TAXES 


Corporations and manufacturers ex- 
empted from payment of ad valorem 
taxes for five years after their es- 
tablishment by Georgia's newly en- 
cated constitutional amendment are 
not exempted from school taxation, 
Attorney General George M. Napier 
said in an opinion handed down 
Thursday. 

The decision was made at the re- 
quest of the state board of education 
and grew out of a situation develop- 
ing in Coweta county. The recent 
establishinent of several large facto- 
ries and corporations in that county 
brought approximately 500 school chil- 
dren into the public school system, 
adding an enormous expense to the 
county, Mr. Napier said. 

At the general election last year. 
the people ratified a measure provid- 
ing that, at the counties’ option, new 
corporations and manufacturers might 
be exempted from payment of ad va- 
lorem taxes for a period of five years 
after their establishment.

‘The medley count- 
ing 10 for first and five for second, 
The team gaining the greatest num- 
ber of points through its swimmers 
will win the right to have the names 
of its members engraved on a huge 
silver trophy which will be on display 
after the meet. This trophy will be 
a perpetual cup and will carry the 
names of the winning team each year. 

In addition to the team trophy, each 
contestant will be in the field for a 

rmanent silver cup to be given the 
igh-point winner in each of the four 
classes, and gold, silver and bronze 
medals of the best quality obtainable 
will be awarded first, second and third 
place winners in each event of the 16 
to he run. 

The classes will be divided as fol- 
lows: 

Men—From 17th birthday up. 
Wemen—From 16th birthday 


up. 
Roys—Below 17. 
Girls—Below 16. 

There will be five events for the 
men: The 50-yard, 100-yard and 220- 
yard free style events and the 100- 
yard hack stroke. There will also be 
a fancy diving event in which men of 
all ages may compete.

Stricken with paralysis in his study 
Wednesday of last week, Dr. Me- 
Deniel was never able to leave his 
hed again. With his right side par- 
alyzed and taking nourishment only 
with great difficulty, he kept his mind 
alert until the last 24 hours, when he 
weakened noticeably. Karly today 
physicians abandoned hope of his re- 
covery and decided against giving him 
nourishment. 

Family at Bedside. 


Dr. McDaniel’s family was at his 7 


bedside until the end. He is sur- 
vived by his widow, who was Martha 
Douglas Scarborough, of Waco, Texas, 
and two children, Mary and John 
Harrington McDaniel. 

Funeral arrangements had not been 
completed here early tonight. 

Dr. McDaniel was ordained soon 
after his graduation from the South- 
ern Baptist Theological seminary in 
1900 and served the pastorate at Tem- 
ple, Texas. At the end of his second 
year he was called to the pulpit of 
the Gaston Avenye church of Dallas, 
where he remained until 1904, when 
he became pastor of the First Baptist 


church of Richmond. one of the oldest | 


and most influential churches of the 
denomination. 


A big muon, standing 6 feet 2 inches, 


with a deep voice, he was a natural 
orator. This, combined with a well- 
rounded education and an_ intellec- 
tual mind, brought him to the fore- 
front of denominational affairs at an 
early age, and his zeal for religious 
endeavor was never diminished. 
Heads Convention. 


Dr. McDaniel was elected president 
of the Southern Baptist convention in 
1924 and served for three years. He 
was a fundamentalist and it was his 
statement on the question of evolu- 
tion that was approved by the conven- 
tion of 1926 as expressing the opin- 
jon of southern Baptists. This state- 
ment affirmed belief in the origin of 
man as related in the Book of Genesis, 

He was zealous in behalf of for- 
eign missions and Christians abroad. 
When Queen Marie of Rumania was 
visiting in America Dr, (§{cDaniel 
sought to prevail upon her to interest 
herself in what he termed the perse- 
eution of Baptists in Rumania, who 
he claimed were not given the pro- 
tection guaranteed under the tr®aty 
of 1919. 

He was born in Grimes county, 
Texas, on November 30, 1875, the son 
of Letitia Anne (White) and Francis 
Asbury McDaniel. He received the 
degree of A. B. at Baylor university 
in 1898 and his Th. B. at the South- 
ern Baptist seminary two years later. 

In his later years Dr. McDaniel 
was widely known as an author as 

“well as a minister. He suffered a 
stroke of paralysis in 1925, but recov- 
ered and resumed his active work, 
which he continved until a few days 


ago.
